—An abundance of game fish will be 
available at the St. Louis and Spring­ 
field state fish hatcheries for distri­ 
bution in the streams, 
lakes 
and: 
ponds of the state this fall, according 
to C. H. Gillidette, chief deputy state 
fish and game commissioner. 
The fish which are to be sent out 
are of the 
spring 
hatch 
and 
are 
known as 
“fingerlings.” 
They 
in­ 
clude only bass, crappie and other 
species of game fish, no catfish or 
carp being bred at the hatcheries. 
Persons desiring to obtain a con 
slgnment of fish with which to stock 
their lakes or nearby streams, may 
do so by securing an application 
blank from the fish and game de­ 
partment, to be filled out and for­ 
warded to the 
hatcheries. 
Among 
other questions to be answered on 
this blank, the applicant must give 
the name of the estuary into which 
the fish are to be liberated ,the local­ 
ity, the 
depth and 
width 
of 
the 
stream and the condition of the bot­ 
tom, breeds of fish already in the 
stream, distance from the railroad 
point to stream and many other ques- i 
tions incident to the shipping 
and 
planting of the fish. 
Fish culture at the Kansas City 
hatchery is also progressing satisfac­ 
torily, Mr. Gillidette stated, but as 
this plant Is a 
comparatively 
new- 
one, only a small supply of fish will 
be available there this fall.
